To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Bingham  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 


In  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1925  I am  able 
to  congratulate  the  Council  upon  the  lew  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease,  not  only  during  that  year  but  also  during  tho  five  years 
1921  - 1925,  inclusive,  of  which  this  report  is  a general  Survey. 

The  general  death-rate,  the  death-rate  from  Zymotic  diseases 
and  the  infantile  mortality  will  compare  favourably  with  those  of 
other  similar  districts. 

Progress  has  boon  made  in  the  erection  of  houses  for  the 
working  classes,  though,  in  my  opinion,  tho  class  with  which,  in  thid 
distriot,  uti  should  be  most  concerned  - the  agricultural  labourer, 

has  been  somewhat  neglected.

A very  small  number  of  the  new  houses  aro  occupied  by  workmen 
engaged  on  the  land,  because  they  aro  unable  to  pay  The  r-.sv.r  whilst 
a very  large  proportion  are  let  to  butter  class  art j cans , clerks, 
tradesman  &c.,  many  of  whom  have  their  occupations  outside  the  distrdo c 

There  is  .still  a need  for  good,  roomy  accomodation  for  the 
agricultural  labourer,  to  be  let  at  such  a rental  as  his  wages  will 

allow  him  to  pay.  .* 

There  has  been  little  or  no  improvement  in  water  supplies, 
which  can  only  be  described  as  bad  in  many  places  notably  at  Orston, 
Cropwell  Bishop,  Kinoulton,  Dormant on  and  Eeyworth  and  at  East  BridgfcaJ 

I am  aware  that,  owing  to  tho  geological  formation  of  the 
district  the  Council,  in  considering  the  question  of  water  supplies, 
is  faced  with  a very  difficult  problem  but  I think  that  some  serious 
effort  should  be  made  to  s'olvo  it. 

Extracts  from  the  more  important  statistics  covering  the.  pash- 
five  years  will  be  found  in  tho  General  Survey  attached.

Bamstone  employ  about  150  men  and  from  50  to  60  men  are  employed  at 
lime  works  at  Cropwell  Bishop. 

There  is  no  industry  in  the  distriot  which  would  appear  likely 
to  have  a prejudicial  of foot  upon  health. 

The  average  number  persons  receiving  out -door  Poor  Law  relief 
is  87  - Nqual  to  0.6p  per  oent  of  the  population. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  of  the  Union  Vorkhouso  and 
Childrens  Cottage  Home  is  52. 

There  was  no  evidence  of  special  causes  of  sickness  or 
invalidity  during  the  period  under  review.

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GST  URAL  PROVISION  OR  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  BINGHAM  AREA. 


The  only  hospital  in  the  area  is  the  v/orkhouse  Infirmary. 

There  is  a lying-in  Ward  attached,  which  is  used  chiefly  hy  unmarried 

mothers . 

The  Nottingham  General  Hospital,  the  Childrens  Hospital, 
tho  Womens  Hospital  and  the  Nottingham  Eye  Infirmary  are  available 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  from  this  district.  Tuberculous  cases 
are  sent  to  the  Ransom  Sanatorium  near  llansfield. 

Infectious  Diseases  are  isolated  at  the  Basford  Sanatorium 
by  arrangement  with  the  Basford  Rural  District  Council  and  arrangements 
hare  been  made  with  the  Nottingham  Corporation  lor  tho  reception  of 
Small  Pox  oases  at  their  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Bulwell  Hall. 

Amhulanoes for  the  conveyance  of  Infectious,  ITon-infectious 
and  accident  cases  are  obtained  from  Nottingham  when  required. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  centres  ore  established  at  Bingham, 
Plumtree  and  Radclif fe-on-Trent  under  tho  Nottingham  County  Council. 
Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  and  Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal  Diseases 
are  at  Nottingham  and  Newark  - there  are  none  in  the  Bingham  Area. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority  aro 
0.  Eaton,  1MR.C.S.  Eng.,  L-R.C.P.  Lond.,  D.P.H.  Camb.,  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  - Part  time. 

C.W.  Hendrick  member  of  the  Sanitary  Institute  - whole  time. 

Professional  Nursing  in  tho  Home . 

District  Nurses  are  established  at  Bingham  - which  also 
includes  the  parishes  of  Newton  and  3 arson  dale  - and  also  at  Radcliffe- 

on-Trent  and  Plumtree. 

These  nurses  are  supported  by  voluntary  subscriptions 
assisted  by  small  contributions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  Notts- 
County  Council  and  the  Bingham  District  Council.  More  Nurses  are 
urgently  needed. 

The  Nurses  are  available  for  the  nursing  of  all  nan- infectious 
and  maternity  cases  - there  is  no  provision  for  tho  nursing  of 
infeotious  disease. 

Midwives  - The  three  Distriot  Nurses  are  qualified  widwives  and  there 
is  also  one  practising  independently  at  Radclif fe-on-Trent .

Eater  supplies  generally  remain  much  in  the  same  condition 
as  in  previous  years. 

T7ith  the  exception  of  Radclif fe-on-Tront , and  portions  of 
Holme  Pierrepont  and  Ed wait on,  which  obtain  their  water  from  the 
Nottingham  Corporation  mains,  the  whole  district  derives  its  water 
from  shallow  surface  wells. 


The  water  obtained  from  the  wells  -is  - in  many  instances- 
so  hard  as  to  be  unfit  for  any  domestic  purposes  and  unfortunately 
the  hardness  is  permanent  and  cannot  bo  removed  by  boiling. 

These  wells  - with  few  exceptions  - are  very  primitive 
arrangements,  lined  with  loose  bricks  or  stone  and  totally  destitute 
of  any  sill  or  projection  above  the  ground  level.  Consequently, 
the  water  is  exposed  to  every  form  of  surface  pollution. 

Attempts  have  been  made  by  the  District  Council  to  arrive  at 
an  agreement  with  the  Nottingham  Corporation  to  further  extend  their 
mains  so  as  to  supply  parts  of  the  district  adjoining  their  area  but, 
so  far,  without  success. 

DRAINAGE  .HID  SEWERAGE  ■ 


Hadclif f e-on-Trent  has  a small  Sewage  Farm  and  Pumping 
Station.  This  sewage  plant  yields  a good  effluent  which  is  discharged 

into  the  Trent. 

The  rest  of  the  district  is  drained  by  sewage  dykes  - 
reinforced  in  some  instances  by  sedimentation  and  flushing  tanks. 

These  dykes,  if  they  are  kept  clean,  act  very  well  in  small 
village  communities  which  make  up  the  greater  part  of  the  Bingham 
Rural  District.  There  is  difficulty  in  some  places  owing  to  tho 
absence  of  suffioiont  fall. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Hadclif f e-on-Trent  has  a modern  water  carriage  system  of 

sewers . 


In  this  parish  there  are  aporoximat ely  327  water  closet s- 
30  pail  olosets  and  165  privies. 

During  1925  thirty  privies  wore  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  and  the  work  is  proceeding. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  area,  where  there  is  no  water 
carriage  system  of  sewers  the  old  privy  midden  is  general.  Every 
year,  however,  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  the  conversion  of 
insanitary  privy  middens  into  pail  closets  where  suitable  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  the  disposal  of  the  contents. 


SCAVENGING. 


Hegular  systems  of  scavenging  are  in  operation  at  Bingham 
and  Hadclif fo-on-Trent . Movable  ashbins  are  provided  for  the  new 
houses  erected  in  these  parishes  and  about  50  have  been  substituted 
for  tho  fixed  ashpit  typo  at  Hadcliff e-on-Trent . 
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Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  .District  night  soil  and 
refuse -are  removed  in  a very  hap-hazard  fashion  hy  the  occupants 
of  the  houses. 

Village  scavcndors  should  “be  appointed  throughout  the 

district . 


A workable  scheme  might  be  carried  out  in  some  instances 
by  a combination  of  villages. 


SCHOOLS ■ 
boon 

The  schools  have  /regularly  inspected  and  found  satisfactory*. 
There  has  been  very  little  necessity  for  school  closure  during  the 
past  few  years  - Exclusion  of  infected  children  and  contacts  has  been 
found  successful  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious  disease.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  inspected  meat,  when 
possible,  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and  afterwards  and  hay  found 
no  cause  for  complaint. 

Slaughter  Houses  generally  are  kept  clean  and  the  meat 
is  stored  and  handled  in  a cleanly  manner.

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Notification  of  tho  disoc.se  is  improving,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  that  some  oases  aro  not  notified  bocause  notification 
entails  visits  by  nurses  employed  by  the  County  Council  - These 
ladies  are  not  always  distinguished  for  tho  tactful  manner  in  which 
they  inquire  into  the  circumstances  and  environment  of  tho  patient. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Nottingham  and  Newark  aro 
available  for  tho  treatment  of  patients  from  this  District. 

The  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Assistant  Tuberculosis 
Officers  visit  the  District  at  intervals  and  are  available  for 
consultations  with  local  Medical  Mon  when  required. 

Hospital  treatment  is  supplied  by  the  Hansom  Sanatorium 
near  Mansfield  and  shelters  for  out -door  treatment  at  home  can  be" 
obtained  from  that  Institution.

It  would  be  very  desirable  to  have  better  housing  accommodation, 
water  supplies,  and  more  efficient  sewerage  schemes  in  the 
majority  of  the  Parishes,  but  the  cost  of  the  sewerage  and  water 
schemes,  whioh  under  existing  Acts  would  have  to  be  borne  by 
the  individual  Parishes  concerned,  is  prohibitive  and  would 
impose  a crushing  burden  on  the  ratepayers. 

SCHOOLS. 


The  schools  have  been  inspected  regularly  and  on  the  whole 
found  satisfactory. 


HOUSING. 

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  AREA. 

(1)  The  general  housing  conditions  in  this  district  are 
satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  the  smaller  cottages 
and  houses  occupied  chiefly  by  general  and  farm  labourers, 

&o.  These  in  many  instances  would  be  olosed  if  any  other 
accommodation  we re  available. 

(2)  (a)  There  oannot  be  said  to  be  an  acute  shortage  of  houses 

but  if  more  small  houses  were  built  which  oould  be  let 
at  a rent  the  farm  labourer  could  afford  to  pay,  many 
of  the  insanitary  houses  now  oocupied  oould  be  condemned.
